Dear  Students, 

Throughout  the  seasons  on  campus,  you  captured  much  of  the  Ashbury  spirit  - 
challenging  academics,  vibrant  arts  and  culture,  fierce  and  friendly  athletic 
competition,  and  an  outward  view  of  the  world. 

The  catalogue  of  activities  you  lived  is  exhaustive  and  the  sense  for  community 
that  you  built  along  the  way,  striking.  However,  reflecting  back  on  the  year,  we 
need  to  consider  how  we  have  helped  students  prepare  for  their  futures,  and 
how  can  we  continue  to  construct  programs  for  relevancy,  character 
development,  career  preparation,  and  citizenship? 

Beyond  the  merits  of  any  particular  subject  discipline,  the  real  difference  we  can 
make  for  you  is  ensuring  a  depth  of  learning  that  pushes  higher  order  thinking  as 
the  key  to  excellence.  Literary  journalist  Amanda  Ripley's  recent  book  "The 
Smartest  Kids  in  the  World...  and  how  they  got  that  way"  explores  the  deficits 
of  various  national  education  systems,  and  the  success  of  others.  She  notes  that 
"all  children  must  learn  rigorous  higher  order  thinking  to  thrive  in  the  modern 
world.  The  only  way  is  to  do  so  is  by  creating  a  serious  intellectual  culture  in 
schools,  one  that  kids  can  sense  is  real  and  true". 

This  is  what  1  have  seen  at  Ashbury  this  year  -  a  deeper  level  of  learning  across 
a  range  of  subject  areas  and  in  activities  that  fall  outside  of  the  academic  day  - 
essentially  a  growing  intellectual  culture,  and  one  that  is  not  void  of  fun. 

Record  IB  enrolment,  increased  course  offerings,  Ashbury's  first  ever  TEDx 
event  -  student  initiated  and  holding  the  theme  of  "The  pursuit  of  progress”,  a 
SMART  Science  research  team  pursuing  “the  potential  of  P19  as  a  suppressor  of 
protein  diseases",  national  Math  contests,  international  debating  competition, 
youth  philanthropy  and  service  and  many  guest  speakers-  are  just  sampling  of 
our  growing  intellectual  culture. 

Whether  frenetic  or  focused,  I  can  also  attest  that  your  dialogue  this  year  as 
students  has  been  authentic  and  that  you  have  ventured  into  important  and 
sometimes  difficult  topics  -  social  media,  the  multitude  of  global  incidents  of 
terror,  race  and  religion,  indigenous  issues  and  reconciliation  and  sexual 
orientation.  I  am  proud  of  your  diversity  and  your  differences  -  you  have  kept 
our  discussions  both  open  and  respectful,  and  you  have  not  fallen  victim  to 
rhetoric  or  the  grasp  of  sensationalist  headlines. 

As  students  you  are  helping  redefine  “respect"  at  Ashbury,  moving  the  concept 
from  a  perhaps  a  hierarchical  view,  essentially  one  of  “obedience”,  to  one  which 
the  Oxford  dictionary  defines  as  “treating  with  consideration”  and  “having 
due  regard  for  someone's  feelings,  wishes,  or  rights”.  Although  far  from 
perfect,  this  is  the  kind  ot  respect  that  I  am  seeing  and  we  will  continue  to  foster 
in  students  a  respect  of  mutuality  that  is  open  to  the  world  and  celebrates 
difference.
